Homework Is Now The Rule 


Kindergartners may be ex- 
empt from homework, but An- 
dover youngsters in grades one 
through 12 will be doing that 
chore beginning this fall, 
anywhere from 30 minutes a 
week to three hours a day. 

The Andover School Com- 
mittee Tuesday night passed a 
homework policy that has been 
in the works for nigh onto three 
months.

committee's new policy book - - 
namely finances and student af- 
fairs - - will be discussed at a 
special open meeting set for 
next Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. at 
West Elementary School. 

John Lyons, the homework 
policy's sponsor, admitted 
Tuesday that the new policy 
will have some problems and 
bugs, but emphasized that 
despite an attached list of 
specific rules and regulations, 
much of the implementation 
would be left up to the discre- 
tion of the teacher. 

The teachers also will be 
working with the parents to es- 
tablish ‘‘mutually agreed on” 
homestudy programs in out-of- 
the-ordinary situations, 

The rules and regulations say 
that for junior high and high 
school pupils, homework will 
make up a ‘'significant’’ part of 
their grades, Critical failure to 
do homework will result in loss 
of school privileges ‘‘that are 
not educationally essential.’’ 


Lyons said that such 
‘“‘privileges’’ might be field 
trips, drama, debating, sports. 

The recommended schedules 
for homework, include - - grade 
one, twice a week for a 
minimum of 15 minutes; grade 
two, twice a week for at least 20 
minutes; grade 3, three times a 
week for at least 30 minutes; 
grade four, four times a week 
for 30 minutes; grades five and

seats. 

In fact, says Assistant 
Business Manager Sam Arcidy, 
it will make things a bit more 
equitable by putting more West 
Elementary School youngsters 
on double trips, just as 
youngsters are in many of the 
other schools. 

Even so, he said, it won’t add 
that much to the length of their 
days, since they would be pick- 
ed up first in the morning, but 
go home earliest at night, or 
vice versa. 

The move to cut the number 
of buses came after Arcidy 
reported on the bids received 
for 12 contracts that are expir- 
ing. 

The cost of accepting the bids 
would be about $2,000 higher, he 
said, than the amount budgeted 
by the School Cornmittee last 
spring. 

Furthermore, he said, the 
“gas escalator’’ clause for the 
current fiscal year budgeted 
gasoline at 54.9 cents per gallon 
-- the current price for gas fuel. 

If gas prices go up any more, 
he said, the budget figure would 
be even more inadequate. 

If a few routes could start at 
five minutes of seven in the 
morning, in order to allow more 
double trips, he said, they could 
reduce the number of buses by 
two. 

‘‘We are strapped with 
budget limitations,’ said Ar-

New Deans At Merrimack 


Four new Deans of Academic 
Divisions have been selected ina 
major academic reorganization 
at Merrimack College. 

Dr. Ernest F. Costello, Jr. of 
Andover has been chosen to 
become the Dean of Science and 
Kingineering while Professor 
Philip H. Lee (former resident of 
Andover) of North Andover will 
become the Dean of Business Ad- 
ministration at the North An- 
dover College. Rev. Donald X. 
Burt, O.S.A. has been appointed 
Dean of Humanities and 
Professor Thomas P. Hogan of 
Lowell as Dean of Social 
Sciences. 

Father Ahern stated that the 
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major academic reorganization 
at Merrimack has been instituted 
to create smaller, more 
manageable administrative units 
and instructional divisions. 
‘Previously, Merrimack had 
been academically constituted 
into Divisions of Liberal Arts-and 
Sciences, Business Administra- 
tion, and Engineering with a 
preponderance of faculty and 
Students in the Division of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences. With 
the reorganization, Merrimack 
will be able to gain a more 
equitable balance of emphasis 
among faculty, administration 
and students with Division in 
Humanities, Social Sciences, 
Business Administration and 
Science and Engineering,’’ said 
Father Aherne. 

Father Aherne further stated 
the academic reorganization 
would also enhance the per- 
sonalized relationship among 
faculty, administration, and 
students by bringing the snew 
Deans into closer contact with 
faculty and students. He also an- 
nounced that a new Dean of the 
Continuing Education Division 
would be named in July. 

A native of Fall River, Dr. 
Ernest F. Costello, Jr. has beena 
member of the Merrimack 
College Faculty since 1959 and 
was Division Director of Liberal 
Arts and Sciences from 1969 until 
his appointment as Dean of 
Science and Engineering. 
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Dr. Ernest F. Costello, Jr. 


. An Army veteran, Dr. Costello 
attended DePaul University and 
Northeastern University before 
he was awarded his A.B. in 
Physics from Boston University 
in 1949. He pursued yraduate 
studies in Physics at Lehigh 
University where he was award- 
ed the M.S. degree in 1951 and the 
Ph.D. degree in 1959. From 1949 
to 1959. he also served as a 
graduate assistant, 
assistant, and an instructor in 
Physics at Lehigh University. 
Dr. Costello was named to the 
Merrimack College faculty in 
1959 as an assistant professor of 
Physics. He became an associate 
protessor in 1962 and a professor 
of physics in 1966. He has taught 
numerous undergraduate physics 
courses at Merrimack since 1959 
such as optics, electricity and 
magnetism, and quantum 
mechanics among others. He has 
also served as a visiting scientist 
dt tne Merk, incon 
Laboratories during Summer 
1960-1961 and as a senior engineer 
at the Raytheon Company's 
Missile Systems Division in Bed- 
ford during summer, 1962-1964. 


Dr. Costello was appointed 
assistant director of the Division 
of Liberal Arts and Sciences at 
Merrimack in 1963 and division 
director in 1969. During the past 
academic year, he has served on 
the Educational Policies Com- 
mittee of the Academic 
Congress, the Rank and Tenure

As division director of 
Business Administration at 
Merrimack, he has been respon- 
sible for the curriculum design of 
a finance major to complement 
degree concentrations in accoun- 
ting and marketing. He has also 
coordinated the feasibility study 
and implementation of a five 
year cooperative degree 
program in business administra- 
tion. Approval of this program 
was granted by Merrimack’s 
Board of Trustees in 1970 and 
three H.E.W. Grants for the 
Cooperative Degree Program 
have been allocated to 
Merrimack under his leadership 
as division director.

While the Board of Selectmen 
has complained about the way 
the Army Corps of Engineers’ 
study of the Merrimack River 
is being handled, the Andover 
Village Improvement Society 
(AVIS) has now expressed fear 
that its lands along the river 
may be damaged if Corps 
plans are carried out. 

In a letter last week, AVIS 
President Nathaniel B. Smith 
asked the Corps to change 
plans for a sewer interceptor on 
Avis land or ‘‘associated 
properties.” 

AVIS owns, or has special 
permission to use, a total of 
some three miles on the shore 
of the river, running upstream 
from Brundrett Avenue, to 
about 750 ft. from the Andover- 
Tewksbury line. 

The Corps now proposes to in- 
stall a main sewer or 
“transmission line’’ on the bank 
of the river, as a feeder line for 
the secondary sewage treat- 
ment plant now under construc- 
tion in North Andover. The up- 
stream end of that line in An- 
dover, according to the plan, 
would be on AVIS land. 

Smith contends’ the 
“transmission line’’ would 
change the character of AVIS 
lands from secluded semi- 
wilderness, with an established 
trail widely used for hiking, by 
adding a “highly objectionable, 
broad road”’ as a ‘‘transmission 


He objected to the Corps’ 
misconception that the 
transmission line construction 
would be a short term disrup- 
tion of the riverscape and areas 
of St. Francis Seminary, 
Greater Lawrence Vocational 
Technical School, Deer Jump 
Reservation and Riley 
Playground. 

On the contrary, he said, it 
would be a long term, adverse 
impact. 

He also said that the Corps 
has assumed that the transmis- 
sion lines would allow six miles 
of path along the Merrimack 
and considered that a_ long- 
term, beneficial impact. 

This would be an adverse 
impact-long term, Smith said, 
as far as the upstream three 
miles in Andover are concern- 
ed, because AVIS already has a 
trail along that stretch of the 
river, and it doesn’t wish to 
have it widened or altered. 

Smith added that the in- 
terceptor would cause serious, 
if not irreparable damage to 
AVIS properties, and asked the 
Corps to consider an alter- 
native that resulted after a 
meeting with Public Works 
Director Robert E. McQuade. 

That alternative, he said, 
would have the interceptor, 
from a point beginning at the 
downstream end of Deer Jump, 
running upstream to be place in 
the river, a little distance from 
the shore. This could be done , 


he said, by supplyiing the sewer 
pipe and other construction 
materials from barges, not 
from the land. There would 
therefore be no road along the 
bank nor damage to AVIS 
property. 

Connecting lateral sewer 
lines from the adjacent land 
area into the interceptor could 
then run across AVIS property 
at its narrow sections, Smith 
said, or at points least harmful 
to the property.

Javanese 
e e 
Exhibit 

Batik, the art of patterning tex- 
tiles by dyeing, has been prac- 
ticed for centuries in the Indone- 
sian island of Java. Some of the 
finest examples of this art will be 
on exhibition in Batiks of Java, at 
the Museum of Fine Arts July 19 
through Oct. 6. 

These batiks were created by 
first covering areas of cloth with 
melted wax to resist the 
vegetable dyes, then removing 
all or part of the wax in prepara- 
tion for dyeing with a different 
color, Often several stages were 
necessary to achieve the desired 
design. Vigorous geometric, 
floral, and animal patterns in in- 
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digo blue and shades of brown 
and black on cotton are the 
results of this laborious process. 

The forty batiks on exhibition, 
drawn from the Museum collec- 
tion, represent the most 
sophisticated batiks produced at 
the end of the 19th and beginning 
of the 20th centuries. Among the 
most elaborate batik creations 
are the ceremonial costumes 
worn by royalty, court dancers 
and brides and bridegrooms. 
Other items of Javanese dress on 
view include sarongs, skirt and 
breast cloths, ‘‘carry-all’’ 
scarves and men’s turbans. 

Samples showing the batik 
process and instruments used in 
it will also be on view in the ex- 
hibition. Roller and block-printed 
imitation fabrics trom Europe 
will be compared with the hand- 
made Javanese batiks to 

emonstrate the differences in 
quality and technique.

Strong, 338, an able-bodied 


former Navy pilot, took two 
week's vacation earlier this 
summer, to hitehhike from 


Boston to Portland, Oregon - - by 
wheelchair - - to bring attention 
to the problems, architectural 
and social, that confront the 
physically handicapped. 

“You don't become involved 
until it hits close to home,” 
Strong says, then goes on to ex- 
plain how he did. 

First he saw a Navy buddy 
become crippled for life, when 
his plane crashed - - first ahead 
of Strong in the landing pattern - - 
on the carrier U.S.S. Wasp. Then, 
the Strongs discovered that their 
daughter, Johanna, was crippled 
with rheumatoid arthritis. 

There are 15 million physically 
handicapped people in this coun- 
try, and more than 500,000 con- 
tined to wheel chairs for all sorts 
of injuries, he says, though 
‘Physically handicapped people 
are a forgotten minority. People 
always see the chair and not the 
person. ° 

Strong helped raise more than 
$2000 in pledges by his trip, and 
those funds will be presented to 
the National Paraplegic Associa- 
tion at its upcoming convention. 

“But,” he adds, ‘‘we couldn't 
have bought the publicity we've 
gotten for a quarter of a million 
dollars.”

After the conference he attend- 
ed the national wheelchair games 
in Spokane, Wash., then flew 
home. 

“I feel the trip was rewarding 
because it helped make a lot of 
people aware of the problems of 


handicapped,’ he says. ‘‘And 
awareness is the first step to 
eliminating barriers.’ 

‘People look at the han- 
dicapped with fear and ig- 
norance. Fear that but for the 
grace of God go I, and ignorance 
because they see the handicap 
and not the person. 

‘We blatantly ignore what the 
handicapped person needs. It 
does no good for a guy who wants 


to go into a barbershop and can’t 
get in the door, or for one who 
wants to go shopping and has. to 
take all his items off the bottom 
shelves. 

‘People seem to think that if 
you put a ramp at city hall, 
you've done your duty. We need 
completely barrier-free cities.’

into a new movie theater in 
Pittsburg, where he couldn't, in 
wheelchair, negotiate the es- 
calators. He started reciting 
federal legislation which re- 
quires such places to be accessi- 
ble and the manager finally led 
him down an elevator, through a 
parking garage and up into the 
theatre via the popcorn stand. 

While his longest wait for a 
ride was between eight and nine 
hours, in Green River, Utah, he 
sometimes got a ride in two to 
three minutes, and the average 
was about 2'2 hours. 

He spent three hours in driving 
rain on the New Jersey Turnpike, 
got a ticket for hitchhiking in 
Pennsylvania, and slept on the 
desert with an Indian boy south 
of Salt Lake City. 

Many of the people who 
stopped to pick him up had 
already heard about him. By 
others, he said, he was stared at, 
ignored, pitied, ‘‘you name it.”’ 

He was even ‘‘punched out”’ 
just south of Kansas City by a 
driver who misunderstood when 
Strong stood up out of his 
wheelchair to tell him his mis- 
sion. The fellow thought Strong 
was using a handicapped ploy 
simply to get a ride, but they 
became friends and he took 
Strong home the following night 
to meet his wife, who had been 
deat and blind since birth. 

All in all, Strong sums the trip 
up as a “heavy"’ emotional ex- 
perience, and a draining physical 
one. He dropped 12 to 15 pounds 
on the trip. 

A native of Bridgewater, 
Strong received his bachelor's 
degree in journalism from 
Boston University, and after 
attending Navy Officer’s Can- 
didate School, became a Navy 
pilot, serving on the East Coast, 
until 1968. He is married to the 
former Marianne D’Antona and 
they live at 100 High Plain Road, 
with their children Kelly, 6, 
who's in West Elementary School 
and Johanna, 5, who attends 
classes at the Kennedy Hospital 
School Center in Brighton.

Dog Days 


On the hottest days of summer, we admit, it’s difficult 
for even man’s best friends to keep cool. 


However, we agree with the Department of 
Recreation/Community Schools, that Pomp’s Pond is not 
the place for the four-legged pals to cool their heels. 


Dogs legally are allowed in public places, as long as 


they’re not running ‘‘at large’’ or ‘‘out of control.’’ And 


Do-it-yourself has come to the 
blueberry farms of the Bay State, 
reports the Massachusetts 
Department of Agriculture 
(MDA), as the plump blue fruit 
reaches harvest time, to continue 
into early September. 

Following the lead of the apple 
and strawberry growers, some of 
the blueberry farmers will sell 
berries by the quart or pound, 
passing their labor savings on if 
you pick them yourself. 

A list of some 14 such farms is 
available from MDA. You can 
get the entire list with a 
stamped, self-addressed 
envelope to MDA Division of 
Markets, 100 Cambridge St., 
Boston 02202. 

One should always check with 
the individual growers in ad- 
vance for picking hours, crop 
availability, and possible restric- 
tions. Some farms have a_ no- 
small-children policy. 

Cultivated blueberries, not 
quite as sweet as the wild variety 
but a great deal bigger and 
juicier, are known as ‘‘high 
bush” berries, growing at waist- 
level and higher for easy picking. 
They can range in size up to the 
diameter of a half-dollar. Look 
for plump, whole, dry, even and 
deep blue fruit. 

Blueberries keep longer than 
any other domestic fruit. ‘They'll 
stay fresh for two or three days 
at room temperature; 10 to 12 
days in the refrigerator; and they 

can be fresh-frozen to keep in- 
definitely, offering the potential 
oft fresh blueberry pies at Christ- 
mas, 

One pint equals six one-third 
cup servings, when used whole. 

Bay State farmers are now 
harvesting fresh green beans, 
wax beans, bunch beets, cab- 
bage, all the salad greens, and 
yellow and zucchini squash. The 
last two should be quite 
reasonably priced. All are of ex- 
cellent quality. The early 
varieties of native sweet corn 
should be in fairly good supply by 
next week, with the harvest 
becoming heavy by the end of the 
month, But don’t expect bargain 
prices yet,

With the onset of hot summer 
weather, care of prized shade 
trees is important. 

Trees weakened by insect 
defoliation, malnutrition, fungus 
invasion, construction injury, 
face hardships if further 
debilitated by summer heat and 
lack of moisture, says Robert A. 
Bartlett, Jr. Scale insects, mites 
and other pests in the tree tops 
add to a tree’s weakness. Often 
wilts show up in elm, maples, 
linden and other trees chiefly 
caused by verticilium wilt and 
Dutch elm disease. 

Scorching heat and parching 
winds can be as @nervating to a 
tree as toa human. But by proper 
summer care, shade trees can be 
helped through the rigors of 
summer, 

During dry periods, invigora- 
tion should be resorted to. This is 
injection into the soil, about the 
roots, of a nutrient liquid under 
pressure. A nozzle at the end of a 
long feeding needle puts these 
liquids (nutrients) near the 
feeding roots. This has a dual 
effect: supplying moisture to the 
roots and needed nutrients to 
perk up a tree. 

Asecond summer care is mul- 
ching, which reduces thermal 
fluctuation of the soil under a 
tree. Hot sun not only dries the 
soil, but in some instances ac- 
tually leads to ‘‘cooking’’ of 
shallow roots. It is better to 
maintain a mulch than to lose a 
valuable tree. 

Pruning out deadwood, and 
feeding with a well balanced tree 
food is recommended. Where 
possible, keep all shade trees 
well watered.

Feeding The 
Snack Habit 


Economically 


Keeping the kids of America in 
snacks is always a major 
problem, as any homemaker 
knows, but it peaked to disaster 
proportions last week as the 
schools sent their charges home 
for the summer. Most of them 
headed right for cupboard and 
refrigerator, and food bills 
jumped again. 

Introduce them to fresh, un- 
cooked vegetables, suggests the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA). 

Home gardeners in the Bay 
State should be starting to pick 
radishes, fresh peas, scallions 
and lettuce about now, and they 
all make good eating right from 
the ground. Fresh peas, especial- 
ly, can be as addictive as 
peanuts; radishes and scallions 
go well with cottage cheese as 
well as alone. And whether you 
grow them yourself or buy them 
at the market, they'll cut your 
snack bill in half. 

With cookies at astronomical 
prices, and dry cereals well over 
50 cents a box, drastic measures 
are necessary to keep the cup- 
board from going bare. One good 
way, suggests the MDA, is to 


avoid those purchases, and to 
Keep a s ly ve ireSh, Taw 


vegetables “as the only alter- 
native. Since most kids will eat 
anything that won't eat them, it 
Just might work. 


Many cooks make the mistake 
of overcooking their vegetables, 
says the MDA. Boiling them does 
the most damage, yet it is the 
most common error made. Most 
of the mineral salts in vegetables 
are easily dissolved in water, and 
the vitamins are destroyed by 
overheating, but prolonged ex- 
posure to air while cooking, and 
by dissolving in the cooking 
water. When the water is drained

Artist’s 


Work Shown 


Arthur Clifton Goodwin - - call- 
ed the Beau Brummel of Chelsea, 
a dandy, a forgotten man - - was, 
above all else, an artist with an 
exuberance for life that 
overflowed into his oils and 
pastels. A.C. Goodwin is the 
largest exhibition of works by the 
little-known Bostonian ever 
presented. Ninety oil paintings 
and pastels will be on view at the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, 
now through Aug. 25. 

Goodwin, a self-taught painter, 
began his career in Boston 
around 1906. His personal inter- 
pretations of city streets and 
parks invite the viewer into an in- 
timate, poetic scene. From the 
Boston Common to Beacon Hill, 
and on to snow-dusted Copley 
Square, Goodwin's paintings 
mirror his indirect influence by 
American impressionists. His 
delicate perceptions of the 
relations between light and color 
and his habit of improvising con- 
tribute to the easy spontaneity of 
Goodwin's style. 

In the 1920s Goodwin moved to 
New York where he focused on 
the monumental and majestic, 
bringing his subject matter to the 
foreground. Central Park and the 
Hudson River countryside were 
natural subjects for this out- 
doorsman, Eight years later 
when he returned to Boston, his 
preeccupation with volume add- 
ed a boldness and grandeur to his 
style. 

Throughout his career, 
Goodwin's work displayed a dis- 
tinctly American character - - 
natural, and full of simple grace. 
His impressions - parks in Boston 
or New York, hills and trees in 
Massachusetts or New York 
State - - are among the signifi- 
cant achievements of the 
American impressionists.

cidy, who added that he was 
assuming that the school pop- 
ulation would remain stable 
over the next year, and that 
there would not be overcrow- 
ding. 

He said Andover will still 
adhere to the practice of limit 
of three elementary youngsters 
per seat, two secondary 
youngsters per seat, and no 
standing.
